(Using sweet cherries) 

Yield: about 9 medium glasses (4# lbs. Jim) 

4 cups prepared fruit 5 cups(2Vi lbs.) sugar 
(about 2 quarts 1 box Certo Crystals 
ripe sweet cherries) lVi teaspoons almond extract 
A cup lemon juice 1 cup slivered blanched 
(2 lemons) almonds

The above photo was attempted 
last Friday morning before the 
heighth of the dust storm which 
struck town and 24 hours later 
under sunny calm skies floats for 
the July 1st Celebration lined up 
along elevator row for the parade. 
Memories of sadder days in Can¬ 
ada’s history were recalled Friday
